Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants arguments filed 6/2/03 are not 
persuasive for the reasons given in paragraph 1 of the last office action dated 4/22/03 (paper #10). Applicant has provided no convincing 
argument as to why the claims of the different applications are consonant (instead of not consonant) with the restriction requirement 
made by the examiner in parent application 09/333,019 (See MPEP 804.01(B)); it being emphasized that amended independent claims of 
Group II, the currently pending claims, now require the primary basis of patentability of Group I (i.e. the limitation of rotating a thin film 
support member to remove the semi-conductor film) and thereby are not consonant with the restriction requirement in the parent 
application. 
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
